Trade.—The Oversea Imports, excluding gold, during October, 1919, were 
valucd at £2,531,846, and show a decrease of £1,366,962—or 35:1 per 
cent., as compared with the corresponding month of last year. The 
total for four months, July to October, 1919, was £10,965,483, a 
decrease of £3,779,194, or over 25-6 per cent. in comparison with the 
‘corresponding period in 1918, 

The Oversea Exports, excluding gold, during October, 1919; 
amounted to £4,506,023, being an increase of £812,740, or 22-0 per 
cent., as compared with the corresponding month of last year. For 
the four months, July to October, 1919, there was an increase of 
£3,824,053, or 28-3 per cent. compared with the figures for 1918. 


Imports at Sydney.—Excluding imports from State ports, the articles 
imported at Sydney in October were valued at £4,752,021.

The net Loan expenditure on works and services was £181,020 greater 
than in October, 1918, and showed an increase of £785,858 during the 
four months, July to October, as compared with the figures of the 
previous year. Repayments of loans to the amount of £2,450 were 
made in October, 1919, and to the amount of £11,112,793 during the 
four months, July to October, 1919. 


Gold Produetion.—The gold yield during October, 1919, was 17,078 oz. 


crude, equal to 6,669 oz. fine, valued at £28,527, and showed a decrease 
of 2,857 oz. fine, and £12,137 in value, compared with October of last 
year. The value of the gold produced during the ten months was 
£198,083, and showed a decrease of 25,996 oz. fine, and £110,424 in 
value, in the figures for the corresponding period of last year. 


Land Selections.—During October 266 applications were made for 216,155 


acres under the Crown Lands Acts ; and 685,288 acres, representing 442 
blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement, which include areas 
set apart for returned soldiers. Since the beginning of the year the 
number of applications has been 1,809, and the area applied for 1,549,566 
acres. ‘The original area gazetted for residential settlement since the 
lst January is 1,451,262 acres, representing 1,826 blocks. 


Cost of Living, Sydney.—¥rom the information collected each month (see 


Table 59) as to the average retail prices in Sydaey of food and groceries, 
it appears that in October, 1919, prices were 58°5 per cent. higher 
than in July, 1914; 15-8 per cent. higher than im October, 1918; and 
4-4 per cent. higher than in the preceding month, September, 1919. 

Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in 
October, 1919, 68-9 per cent. higher than in July, 1914; 1-2 per 
cent. higher than in October, 1918-;. and 0-3 per cent. higher than 
September, 1919, 


Beef was slightly dearer, and pork slightly cheaper. Potatoes, bacon, 
ham, and eggs were considerably higher in price, while tea, coffee, and 
sago also increased, but candles were cheaper.

Meteorology.—The rainfall during October was an improvement on that of 
September, especially in the north-east and the south-western slopes, but 
in many parts of the State conditions were no better than in the preceding 
month. The weather on the whole was hot and sultry relieved by 


cool southerly changes. 


Vital Statistics—Sydney and Suburbs—October, 1919.—The births 
registered numbered 1,616, equal to 24°46 per 1,000 of population per 
annum; of the total, 855 were males and 761 females. The rate is 
low, being 9°5 per cent. below the average of the previous five years. 

The deaths numbered 707, namely, 375 males and 332 females. 
The mortality rate of 10-70 per 1,000 of population per annum is 
unsatisfactory, being 8°7 per cent. above the average of the previous 
five years. The deaths were below the average in age-group 65 years, 
and over and above the average in age-groups under | year, 1 to 4, and 
5 to 64, 

The infantile mortality (deaths under 1 year) was 72°4 per 1,000 
births, and is 30°5 per cent. above the average for the month of 


October, for the previous five years. 


New Buildings—Metropolis.— According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks, there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during 
October, 753 new buildings, as compared with 494 in October, 1918. 

The total for the ten months, January to October, 1919, was 5,655, 
as compared with 4,293 during the corresponding period of 1918.-
